During the past year the three Fire Companies in town have 
been maintained with their full complement of men as organ- 
ized at the commencement of the year. 

At the burning of the house of J. Sullivan, Companies 3 and 
4 were called out, but the flames had gained such headway that 
it was impossible to prevent the destruction ef the building. 

With the 550 feet new linen hose purchased this year, it is 
believed the department is supplied with all the hose necessary 
for the proper equipment of the fire engines. 

No extraordinary expenditure is anticipated during the com- 
ing year, and it is recommended that the following sums of 
money be appropriated for the support of the department for 
the year ensuing :

The extent to which the Library is used appears from the 
following statistics :

Number of volumes taken out, 8.952 


Of the large number taken four volumes only have been lost 
during the year, and during the same time there have been 
restored to the shelves two volumes previously reported lost. 

Many volumes are worn out in the course of the year ; this 
results from the natural wear and ¢ear, incident to their con- 
stant circulation, of a certain class of popular works; some 
thus worn out should be replaced; others ought not to be, as 
in their brief existance, they have outlived the fame of their 
authors, and are fairly entitled to the epitaph, 


‘¢ We wonder what we were begun for, 
Seeing we so soon are done for !”’ 
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There have been added to the Library, by purchase, during 
the year, four hundred and three volumes, which may be classi- 
fied as follows : 


Adventures, 21 Biographies, 58 
Fiction, 127 Histories, 
Poetry, 16 Scientific works, 51 
Travels, 26 Miscellaneous, 31 


In addition to the foregoing, the Library has received from 
tbe Hon. Geo. I’. Hoar, member of Congress from this District, 
twenty-five volumes of government publications, so that the 
total addition has been 428 volumes. 


The available space for books in the Library room is well 
nigh exhausted, and by another year will be fully occupied. 
Assuming from the very general use of the Library, and from 
the liberality with which the town has appropriated money for 
its increase and maintenance, that it is regarded as one of our 
important institutions, and feeling that it should grow with our 
growth, the trustees thus early call attention to the fact that 
more room will soon be needed, and suggest that the authori- 
ties of the year ensuing be authorized and directed to make 
the necessary arrangements. And in this connection it is 
thought that if the town officers are to occupy for any consid- 
erable time their present room, the two rooms might beso con- 
nected as to permit the use of one for a waiting room, while the 
other might be used entirely for books, in which case it would 
hold the accumulations of many years, and the use of the for- 
mer as a waiting room under proper rules and regulations, 
would not interfere with its use by the town officers. 


The Trustees respectfully ask for the usual appropriation of 
$590, and the amount that may be received from the Dog fund.

Report. of Séhool Committee. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Millbury: 
Your Committee respectfully presents tbe following general and 
detailed reports for the year ending March 5, 1875. 
The Committee was organized for the year by the choice of GrorGE 
A. Fxiaaea, as Chairman, and Jonn Hopkins, Clerk. 


The different members were assigned as sub-committees for the sev- 
eral schools, as follows : 


Bramanville Schools, Messrs. Bancroft and Atwood. 
Old Common “ %* Bancroft and Atwood. 
West Millbury “ — EF Davidson and Atwood.

Mr. Atwood resigned in October, 1874, and the Selectmen and 
School Committee, on Nov. 3d, elected Mr. Irving B. Sayles to serve . 
until the annual town meeting. Mr. Sayles was afterwards elected 
Clerk of the Committee, Mr. Hopkins having resigned that position. 


We have maintained 16 Common Schools during the year, viz.

The Spring and Summer terms were of eleven weeks each, in length, 
and the Winter terms of twelve. No school has been kept in the 
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Hayward district, on account of the small number of scholars in that 
part of the town. 

The statutes provide that compensation for the conveyance of schol- 
ars to school can be paid only out of funds appropriated for that pur- 
pose by the town. The Committee were therefore obliged to decline 
to pay out of the funds at their disposal the expense incurred by Mr. 
Harvey Parkes, in conveying his children to the schools in the Centre. 
The matter is referred to the town, with the recommendation that a 
sum sufficient to reimburse him for actual expenses be appropriated 
and paid to him. 

There has been no desire expressed for evening schools, and conse- - 
quently none have been maintained. 

The past year has been in our schools one of general prosperity. 
For the most part we have retained the same teachers who were with 
us during the preceding year, and thus the scholars and teachers have 
been saved from the necessity of spending several weeks of each term 
in becoming acquainted with each other. 

With the exception of colds which have been prevalent during the 
severe winter which has visited us, no sickness has. interfered with the 
attendance of the scholars. 

Music. 

Feeling that the success attending the introduction of instruction in 
Music throughout the schools, was not commensurate with the expense 
attending this branch, the committee decided at the beginning of the 
year not te continue this department. 


DRAWING. 

Instruction in Drawing is made obligatory by law, and has therefore 
been continued throughout the year. Many circumstances combined 
to make this branch of our course of study less successful than the 
Committee could wish. Our teachers are not artists, the majority of 
our scholars have not artistic tastes. The employment of a competent 
teacher of drawing might overcome the former difficulty, and a long 
course of study and application directed by such a teacher, might in a 
measnre offset the latter. But the committee have not as yet thought 
best to engage a special teacher of drawing, and yet it is unsatisfactory 
to see that there is in any department of our schools so great room 
for improvement as in the department of Drawing. ‘That the improve- 
ment should be made, or the instruction done away with altogether, 
seems plain. 

PENMANSHIP. 

The instruction of penmanship, under a special teacher, Mr. G. W. 

Thompson, has been continued throughout the year. 


During the first half of the Spring term, he visited the Grammar 
School twice each week, and the Intermediate Schools once. 

During the last half of the Spring term, he visited both Grammar 
and Intermediate, twice each week. 

For the Fall term he taught in the Grammar schools twice, and In- 
termediate once each week, and in the Old Common school once each 
week, during the first half and twice the last half of the term. 

During the Winter term, the Grammar and Intermediate schools 
twice each week; the Old Common once. In the High and West 
Millbury schools, the instruction has been given once each week 
throughout the year. 

The expense of this department has been for the year, $354 73 

The improvement exhibited by all under Mr. Thompson’s instruc- 
tion has been marked, and the committee feel that they have complied 
with at least one of the demands of the present time, that our youth 
should be taught in our schools what will be of practical use to them 
in aiter life. : 

Scuoot Hovwses. | | 

Our seven school houses are in good condition and have needed but 
a small outlay for repairs. In our last report we called the attention 
of the citizens to the condition of the grounds around the High and 
Union school houses, and asked for an appropriation to put them in 
such order that they would be an ornament to our town, they 
might with little expense be made to be. No money having been 
appropriated for that purpose, nothing has been done. It is to be 
hoped that this year the desirability of no longer delay in this matter 
will be realized, and some action taken at the annual town meeting. 

; IRREGULAR ATTENDANCE. 

The greatest drawback under which our schools labor is that of 
irregular attendance. For this evil, more serious than many realize, 
the parents of our scholars are ina great degree to blame, and the com- 
mittee again appeal to them to do their part towards making our 
school system a success. 

It is the duty of parents to see to it, that their children each day go 
punctually to school, even at the sacrifice of their own convenience. 
They should not take them away from school after attendance for a 
few terms for the sake of having them work during a busy.season. — 
It is but poor economy to sacrifice the advantage derived from regular 
attendance for what little may be gained by their labor for a time. 

The habit indulged in by too many parents of sending requests to 
the teachers that, their children be excused before the expiration of 
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school hours, is a most pernicious one. By such a practice the scholars 
are taught to believe what many parents seem to think, that our 
schools are of secondary importance only, that being free,it is full as 
well to attend them, but only when there is nothing else to occupy a 
scholar’s time. We recommend to our successors on the Board, to 
take this matter in hand, and through the truant law insist upon more 
regular attendance. } 


Hien ScwHoor. 

The High School has been in session forty weeks, during the past 
school year, under the same teachers as at the time of our last report, 
Viz: 

Principal, Joseph Jackson, Jr., Salary, $1400 per year.. 
Assistant, Miss Abby B. Johnson, “ GOUT 

The school has been highly satisfactory to the committee, and great 
credit is due to both the principal and assistant. We feel that we 
have been successful in our endeavor to maintain a school of such a 
grade that it is not necessary to send out of town our youth, who are 
desirous of an extended course of instruction, in both English and clas- 
sical branches. The school is well equipped with philosophical appa- 
ratus, the school room is neat and well furnished. 

That the school is appreciated is manifest by the desire for admission 
on the part of applicants, and by the fact that our neighboring towns 
have sent six scholars during the spring and fall terms, and five during 
the winter. ‘The small number, however, who complete the full course 
so as to be entitled to a diploma, is to be regretted. Last year, the 
graduating class numbered but four. This year the number receiving 
diplomas is six. It is the desire of the committee that this number be 
increased hereafter, and to this end they invite the cooperation of both 
parents and pupils. 

The graduating exercises of the first class were held in the First 
Congregational Church, on the evening of March doth. 

The class consisted of Masters Livermore, Paine, Wood. Misses 
Crosley, Freeland, and Park. 

The following statistics have been prepared by Mr. Jackson.

The interest necessarily incident to the study itself, is quickened and 
made more permanent by the reflex influence of the parent’s interest, 
and the knowledge that they do not lightly esteem the work in which 
their children are engaged.
